J901  To  the  present  generation  the  Victorian  j 
Era  seems  very  remote.  In  the  mmds  of  many 
It  is  aAsociatcd  with  the  walking  plough,  the  horse  ' 
and  buggy,  the  velocipede,  the  high  bicycle,  the 
tallow  candle  and  the  coal-oll  lamp,  the  box  stove 
the  woodpile  and  the  sawhorse.

It  was  lived'  ip  those  days  must,  in  comparison  | 
with  the  unrestful.  anxious  present,  seem  a verlt-  | 
able  Golden  Age.  | 

In  point  of  fact  the  first  quarter  of  a century  . 
of  life  m the  Dominion,  In  the  home  and  in  the 
market-place,  in  farm  and  factory,  w"xa  a time  of 
peace  and  plenty,  and  in  spite  of  difficulties  and 
drawbacks  Incident  to'an<early  stage  of  economic 
development,  the  inhabitants  had  at  their  dis- 
posal most  of  (be  things  necessary  to  a happy 
and  contented  life,  and  made  good  use  of  them. 
Agriculture  was  the  most  important  occupation 
In  the  natlonareconomy  and  the  supply  of  food, 
clothing  and  materials  for  housing  was  abundant. 

It  IS  true  that  there  were  wars  going  on  In  other 
countries  In  1870  France  was  flghUng  a losing 
battle  with  Germany.  Later  there  wak  war  be- 
tween Turkey  arid  Rusaia  During  the  late  sev- 
rntles-and  the  early  eighties  there  were  confllcU 
in  South  Africa.  Egypt  and  AfghanlsUn.  These 
evenLs.  however,  were  taking  place  far  away  ffom 
peaceful  Canada  The  hew  Dominion,  of  course, 
was  no  “lotus  land."  Though  mainly  quite  pros- 
perous. It  bad  Us  share  of  depression  The  peace- 
ful and  even  tenour  of  Its  way  was  dikturbed  by 
a few  InsigalhcaiU  Fenian  Raids.  There  was  a 
amali  ‘‘flarr-up'  in  1869-70  at  Red  River,  mis- 
takenly filled  the  Red  River  Rebellion  Also 
there  was  the  Saskatchewan  uprising  in  >885, 
which  was  a real  rebellion  and  cost  many  valu-l 
able  lives  I 

If  the  period  was  not  quite  the  Golden  Age  lit 
was  at  least  a time  of  peaceful  development  The  | 
foundation  of  government  had  been  well  andj 
truly  laid!  The  Provinces  had  been  federally  ^ 
united  under  ' a constitution  similar  in  .principle 
to  that  of  the  United  Kingdom  " to  quote  the 
language  of  the  British  North  America  Act.  These 
words  were  not  Introduced  Into  the  Act  In  order 
to  .suggest  that  there  ans  anything  novel  In  the 
constitutional  procedure  of  1867.  British  con- 
stitutional procedure  had  guided  poiltlrai  action 
In  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  since  1759.  and  in  the 
Marltlmes  and  in  Rupert's  Land  long  before  that 
V^Tien.  therefore,  we  speak  of  the  poUtical  events  I 
of  three-quarters  of  a century  ago,  It  is  well  to' 
remember  that  no  new  constitutional  rights  or' 
privileges  were  conferred  upon  the  Queen’s  sub- 
jects in  British  America  at  that  time  Our 
immemorial  connection  with  the  Motherland  has 
been  continuous.  There  has  been  no  break  irt  our 
political  history  and  traditions 

Indeed  the  world  went  very  well  then  and  got 
along  famously  in  spile  of  the  absence  of  many 
of  the  modern  gadgets  of  rlvlliiatlon  U was 
during  this  period  that  a great  public  project  that 
had  occupied  the  attention  of  forward-looking 
people  long  before  Confederation  was  brought  to 
a successful  completion,  namely  the  construction  , 
of  a raiTway  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific 
Ocean.  This  achievement  and  a national  tariff 
policy  which  was  adopted  In  1879.  and  ha.s  never 
been  substantially  altered,  were  events  of  the  first 
importance  In  their  effects  upon  sub.sequent 
history; 

The  railway  construction  and  the  tariff  policy. 

Just  mentioned,  sufficiently  account  for  the  period 
of  expansion  that  followed  By  1911  the  popula- 
tion was  double  that  of  1C67  and  the  trickle 
Immigration  which  in  1871  amounted  only  to 
27,773  had  by  1911  reached  the  proportions  of  a 
rushing  stream  During  that  year  over  300.000 
Immigrants  entered  Canada,  and  the  stream 
increased  In  volume  until  the  outbreak  of  the 
first  Great  War  Bemreen  1891  and  1911  the  area 
of  land  under  wheat  Increased  from  2.700.000 ! Mnn’t<-*1 
Acres  to  8 864.000.  gold  production  rose  from 
'45.000  ounces  to  475.000:  the  total  external  trade 
advanced  from  300  to  727  mUllons,.and  deposits  in 
savings  banks  doubled  In  the  same  period  This 
rapid  materlAl  advance  was  of  course  retarded  b/ 
the  war.  When  hastliitlea  ceased  and  the  energies 
of  the  Canadian  peoplg^  were  again  engaged  in 
.the  arts  of  peace,  progreai  was  resumed.  The* 
record  of . that  jirogress  is  given  in  great  detail 
In  the  Canada  Year  Books  '
